a tube member, the tube member being affixed, at a first end, to the mouthpiece member 

and adapted to extending towards the oral cavity of the user, wherein the tube member does not 

extend past the teeth of the wearer and allows for air to be dispersed throughout the oral cavity of 

the wearer; 

a cushion member; 

a soft palate member having a first end and a second end , th e soft palat e m e mb e r the 
first end extending from a second end of the tube member and operable to maintain upward 
pressure against the soft palate of the wearer, the second end of the soft palate member being 
opposite the first end of the soft palate member , the second end of the soft palate member forms 
a declined portion, said cushion being; disposed on the declined portion : 

a tongue member, the tongue member extending from the second end of the tube 
member and operable to maintain downward pressure against the tongue of the wearer; and 

an attachment member, the attachment member being attached to the mouthpiece 
member at at least one location and operable to secure the oral device within the oral cavity of 
the wearer; 



whereby the tube member defines an opening, the opening allowing for the free transfer 
of air between the wearer and the environment.
